It was generally 
concluded that, even though this might not be a full-time job at the moment, it 
might be highly desirable to do it at least the next several months. Mr. Dulles 
approved of this, and I will discuss it with the General Counsel and the Procurement 
and Supply Office and see that it is done. 


Mr. Dulles raised the question of the new building in which he is intensely 
interested and asked me to talk to the Comptroller and the General Counsel as to \ 
what the best way to proceed is. We were in general agreement that our strongest Va 
points for argument were the tangible savings which we could effect by being under | \ 
one roof and the fact that we were turning back a very large amount of FT 1953 
money. We must pull all of this together at a very early date in order to give Mr. 
Dulles and appropriate people in Congress a thorough briefing when we are called 
upon to do so.
